or any other men. They lend all their 
exertions to Iho business of grinding 
wages down to the lowest possible 
point in order to accumulate to Oiern- 
selvei: the largest measure of gain.

sible for labor unions. The latter have 
but. sought to copy the methods prac- 
tised upon them.
